Last Convention 
Appearance 


No two people, they say , are ex actly 
alike so the things that m otivate them are 
complex and varied. W hatever it was that 
gave Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt her spirit, 
her philosophy and her dedication was a 
blessing for the world. Two y ears ago Mrs. 
Roosevelt attended her last D em ocratic na­ 
tional convention. She appeared in 
the 
huge political arena at Los .\ngeles to a 
rising ovation of the assem bled delegates, 
but she w as not just an ornam ent. 
As had come to be ex pected of her, 
she had a cause, even though it was never 
clearly 
ex pressed 
in 
public. She tim ed her 
appearance to be of 
the greatest benefit to 
Adlai Stevenson w h o 
at the tim e was a com prom ise tlireat to 
the nomination of John F. Kennedy . Out­ 
side the arena a noisy dem onstration was 
being m ade for Mr. Stevenson and Mrs. 
Roosevelt lent the m agnetism of her per­ 
sonality to the cause. Every one knew what 
it was and whom it was she stood for, 
even though the enthusiasm and adm iration 
she stirred were not enough to turn the con­ 
vention to Mr. Stevenson 
.Mrs. Roosevelt had alway s been this 
kind of a fighter. She w as an advocate and 
a strong one of the liberal point of view, 
taking an active part in this segm ent of 
New Y ork’s political life. Her death has 
been a loss to the welfare of that part of 
hum anity which is most in need of consider­ 
ation and help. Her cause was the cause 
of the oppressed, the underprivileged and 
the unfortunate. 
She had no fear of government etforts 
to im prove the standard of living of people 
living under it and she worked and tra v­ 
eled in tireless pursuit of a better way of 
life for all men. At the sam e tim e, she 
w as devoted to the freedom of m ankind 
and had no delusions about the sinister ob­ 
jectives and dangers of communism. 
☆ 
One of her loves was the United N a­ 
tions w here she served at tim es in various 
capacities, including 
delegate 
from 
the 
United States. Her reputation was world­ 
wide as there were few places on the earth 
th a t she had not visited. During World War 
II she was often found among the troops 
overseas, giving them encouragem ent and 
helping as she could to find answers to any 
of the problem s that ex isted. It would be 
impossible to say what it was that molded 
the philosophy of Mrs. Roosevelt and what 
m ade her seek her goals with such enthusi­ 
asm but her life has served as a model 
that others might well try to follow. 
One does not have to agree with what 
Mrs. Roosevelt believed and did and many 
have not over the periiul of her life. She 
was well acq uainted with criticism, against 
both herself and her husband. She noted

once that there were those who even re­ 
joiced when her husband died and even this 
she tried to understand and ex plain in term s 
that did credit to her and her late hus­ 
band’s critics. In some of the things he 
did, she noted, some people believed they 
saw destroy ed elements or ideas that thev 
held dear and they naturally tried to fight 
this. But whether one agrees with her or 
not, she was a selfless individual in every ­ 
thing she did. Her background of wealth 
was such that she might well have been of 
a different kind of character but, instead, 
she had a deep understanding of want and 
an appreciation of the difficulties of others. 
☆ 
In short, .Mrs. Roosevelt devoted her 
life to making life m ore pleasant for oth­ 
ers and the world a more secure and 
peaceful place in which to live. This is the 
thing that m ade her so adm ired, not just 
that which she might have accomplished 
or advocated. If the entire population of 
the world had such an attitude, the trials 
and tribulations of the tim es would cease 
to ex ist. 
It can be argued that .Mrs. Roosevelt 
had to seek nothing for herself because 
she was born in a state of m aterial secur­ 
ity and acq uired prominence through her 
y ears in the White House. But of greater 
significance is the fact that these things 
might also have caused her to forget con­ 
ditions in the world which bothered her. 
Those who have enjoy ed success oi one 
kind or another or have achiever! ¡lositions 
of influence 
and 
re-

will 
gen­ 
erally tend to d r i f t 
into one of two direc­ 
tions — tow ard others 
or toward themselves. Having th a t which 
they want and knowing no certain chal­ 
lenge to their possessions of mind or body , 
they turn toward the preservation of their 
way of life. Their attitude is simply to 
let others m ake the sam e progress if they 
find it possible to do so. Rut there are 
tho.se such as Mrs. Roosevelt who, having 
seen the world smile upon them, want it 
to smile upon every hum an being. They 
use the resources and influence at their, 
com m and to further the cause of hum an­ 
ity , not to enhance and protect their own 
positions. 
Rather than reclining in skepticism and 
fear, they strike out to find the road to 
con.structive assistance to society . They nev­ 
er tire of the challenge the world hurls 
at them in so many and such varied way s. 
Poverty , ill health, sickness, insecurity , il­ 
literacy , immorality , fear, oppression and 
the multitude of other evils in the world 
cry out to humanity and the silencing of 
that cry is the nourishm ent of such people 
as Mrs. Roosevelt who live so that life

Some Points For Life 
GO P Faces Difficult Search For '64 


It was a deeply saddening accident that 
took the lives of two y oung people t h i s 
week. They died when the car in which 
they were riding cam e into collision with 
another vehicle on West O, The tragedy 
added to the staggering death toll that is 
being taken this y ear on N ebraska high­ 
way s and adds em phasis to a g reater ef­ 
fort aimed at highway safety . 
.A witness at the scene of the West O 
crash reported some other disturbing facts. 
To begin with, police at the scene, while 
doing a creditable job in some respects, 
were apparently [Kiorly eq uipped for the 
kind of emergency operation dem anded of 
them . They had no flares to set out to 
w arn approaching m otorists of the congest­ 
ed situation that was coming up. Police 
cm isers should be the last vehicles to be 
without such flares. 
But more important than this were a 
num ber of otlier factors. Officers had noth­ 
ing on hand with which to attem pt to stop 


the bleeding of victims .Nor did they have 
any tools with them with which to pry 
opcMi the doors of the twisted wreckage. 
\ ictims were left for a considerable length 
of time in a disheveled hea|) inside the car 
.Much valuable tim e was lost because 
officers lacked the tools, even a [vocket 
knife, with which to pry open the car doors. 
Of course, the officers had no first aid 
eq uipment. .And only two am bulances re­ 
sponded to take care of the em ergency 
One woman was left moaning in the a m ­ 
bulance for Id minutes or more w’hile the 
vehicle waited for workers to free another 
victim. This time could well have been 
the difference between life and death. 
Prevention of accidents is an objective 
that must be vigorously pursued but the 
above observations dem onstrate that our 
capacity to deal with accident emergencies 
is also in need of im m ediate attention. It 
is hoped that appropriate city , county and 
state officials take imm ediate 
action 
to 
rem edy these glaring deficiencies.

The mean­ 
ings of bids change consider­ 
ably when a side has a part 
score. Thus, while it would 
be proper to respond three 
hearts with this hand without 
a part score, a raise to two 
hearts is sufficient with the 
part score. Since we are 
bidding beyond a game al­ 
ready reached, the two heart 
bid acts as a mild slam try. 
Its purpose is to cover 
those hands partner might 
have that would produce a 
slam.

The raise there to 
tw'o hearts showed only mild 
interest in a slam, wMch is 
all that the hand warranted. 
But here, with a better hand 
in both distribution and high 
cards, the slam prosixmls 
are much brighter. The dif­ 
ference is one of degree only 
and is r ef le ct e d by the 
double rather than the single 
raise. 
5. Three diamonds. T h i s 
bid is 1009O forcing. Partner 
cannot pass. The distinction 
is that this is a jump-shift, 
not merely a jump-raise.

They may show

'Social Worker Not 
A City's Scapegoat' 


Nebraska s oc i a l workers 
were urged Th ursday evening 
to go on th e offensive and 
not become th e scapegoats for 
th e community's inability to 
solve many of its problems. 
Delivering th e 25th anniver­ 
sary lecture of th e Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska’s Graduate 
Sch ool of Social Work. Fred 
Steininger of Gary, Ind., di­ 
rector of th e Lake County Wel­ 
fare Department, said 
“ Let us needle our ci\ic 
leaders, businessmen and in­ 
dustrialists 
a n d 
ch allenge 
th em to come up with some 
constructive answers, 
“Too often th e ability to use 
a scapegoat keeps th e critics 
from facing th e realities of 
life and no serious effort is 
made to study and understand 
th e problem ” 
He pointed out th at th e so­ 
cial welfare worker is dealing 
with th e economic and social 
failures of th e community. 
“ We did not cause th e prob­ 
lems th at bring th e applicants 
and recipients to our door” 
Credit Ch allenged 
Steininger called upon th e 
social worker to ch allenge th e 
communities, as an example, 
on easy credit buying. 
He said a number of fami­ 
lies are dependent because 
th ey become victims of pur­ 
ch ases way b e y on d th eir 
source of income w'h en “th ey 
succumb to too many plans of 
‘no money down and 50 cents 
a week’ credit buying”

Miami. Fla. uf — The University of 
Miami football team crouched in playing 
position. Quarterback George Mira took 
the snap, turned and handed the ball to 
13 year-old Pamela Drake. 
The husky quarterback tenderly took 
the girl’s hand and changed its position 
on the ball, explaining that he holds it 
different from most quarterbacks. 
P a m e l a 
said. “ Maybe the other 
quarterbacks should hold the football like 
you, if it would help them complete as 
many passes as you do.” 
Then the little girl with light brown 
hair and brown eyes gave the ball a 
mighty toss and a receiver darted “ down 
field.” 
Squad Gathers 
When he returned, the squad gath­ 
ered around Pamela. Mira raised a leg 
and let Pamela examine the cleats on 
his shoes. .Another player explained how 
the hip and shoulder pads work. .A 3rd 
placed a helmet on the little girl’s head. 
Pamela, possibly the No. 1 fan of the 
Hurricanes, studied all the items with her 
fingers. 
Her brown eyes can see nothing. She 
is blind. 
She was plunged into a world of dark­ 
ness by an auto accident two days be­ 
fore Christmas, when she was 5 months 
old. 


Pamela’s parents. Mr. and Mrs. B. .A. 
Drake, solid Hurricane backers, have had 
the same seats at Miami games the past 
14 years and it w as natural that 
sh e 
would acquire an interest in football. 
“ We used to keep saying to her when 
we played with her that one day she 
would be a cheer leader with the I ’ni- 
versity of Miami,” .Mrs. Drake recalled. 
“ She would get so excited and laugh 
and carry on.” 
Pamela has refused to let blindness 
prevent an active life. She plays games 
at school. She has become a good swim­ 
mer. 
Younger brother Tommy, 11. 
w h o 
often acts as Pamela’s eyes, takes her 
riding around the neighborhood on a tan­ 
dem bicycle. 
Mrs. Drake said Pamela discusses 
football at school with one of hqr 7th 
grade teachers. “ The teacher, Joe Wilki- 
tis. is an excellent person." Mrs. Drake 
said. “ He lost most of his vision as the 
result of a head injury when he was 
playing football 
for the 
University of 
Illinois.” 
Pamela attends regular public school 
classes, has braille books and a braille 
slate, but Wilkitis is counsellor for handi­ 
capped children and helps them with any 
problems they encounter. 
This year, Pamela wanted to “ see” 


the .Miami football team at a practice 
session so her father, a manufacturer’s 
representative and former G e o r g i a n, 
took her. 
.After they had sat through several 
practices, with the father explaing what 
was going on, 
coach Andy 
Gustafson 
heard about the little blind girl. 
On The Field 
The next thing she knew, Pamela was 
on the field. .All the boys came up to 
her. took her hand, and introduced them­ 
selves. 
Mira lined up tlie squad, took Pam­ 
ela by the hand to the backtieUI. and 
.said, “ This is where 1 stand.” Later, the 
squad gave Pamela an autographed foot­ 
ball. 
Pamela, thrilled at the experience, 
went home and wrote the squad a letter 
in braille. Then she typed it. ami her 
mother, the former Mary F.llen Tiernan 
of .Milwaukee, Wis., mailed it to Gustaf­ 
son. 
The letter was posted on the team 
bulletin board and the players stopped to 
read it after their final practice for tins 
week’s game with .Alabama. 
It read: 
“ I want to tell you how happy I was 
to receive the football. It means so much 
to me and Fm so happy! 
.My 
slufted 
rabbit has taken second place and now 


the football goes to bed with me. It cud­ 
dles real well in my passing arm, George 
(.Mira). 
“ When Lshow it to my friends I keep 
it in a plastic bag so that the ball will 
not get smudged or dirty. Would it hurt 
if 1 shellacked it to preserve the names? 
“ 
1 appreciate the time you took out 
of your busy schedule to show me your 
uniforms, your playing positions and how 
you run some of the plays, 
"1 enjoyed hearing your signals but 
I won’t tell an>bod\ any of the words I 
heard. 1 think of how good you are and 
how kind you have been to me. I am so 
glad to ha\e friends like you. 1 can’t put 
the feeling into words but it’s wonderful. 
“ Now we have 3 bii; games before 
the season is over. .Alabama may be a 
problem, and .Northwestern is good, but 
now that Florida has lost l.indy Infante, 
and considering that we beat them last 
year, they may not be hard to beat. But 
win or lose, I am with you all the way. 
“ I wear my fingernails down read­ 
ing Braille acts as a nailfile. but George 
wears his nails down biting them be­ 
tween pass completions.

“ I typed this myself, and pl e^ase 
excuse any errors.
